COL. REPINGTON ON MR. HARDING. 


The new diary of Colonel Repington, the 
famous British military writer, must be a 
juicy book. 
In it the Colonel sets down 
some impressions obtained during his re­ 
cent visit to this 
country 
to observe the 
Washington conference. 
These range all 
the way from the food at the New York 
restaurants to the president. 
“Harding,’* 
says Colonel Repington, “sees neither black 
nor white in a case, but only grays, and is 
a man of compromise who feels his way. 
He has no vanity. 
* 
* 
* 
Hughes, be­ 
ing a lawyer, cannot think. You are either 
innocent or guilty. 
There are no grays; 
only the black or the white.” 
The saving clause in this interesting sum­ 
mary of the president is, of course, the last 
one. That is a real compliment to Mr. Har­ 
ding. It is a great thing to have no vanity, 
and it is all especially great thing in the 
case of a man who “sees neither black nor 
white but only grays”— that is, “a man of 
compromise,” slow to make up his mind 
one way or the other. 
Many men of just 
that type have been ruined by vanity; in­ 
deed, it seems to be a type in which vanity 
frequently flourishes inordinately. 
Most Americans, 
after 
watching 
the 
president pretty 
closely 
for a year, are 
probably ready to accept Colonel Reping- 
ton’s conclusion 
regarding the 
matter. 
They have seen no signs of vanity in Mr. 
Harding. 
Doubtless many of his fellow-ci- 
tizens perceive his limitations more plainly 
than he himself perceives them, but he is 
by no means unaware of them and his head 
has not expanded noticeably since he en­ 
tered the white house. 
Probably there are 
those about him who have tried to persuade 
him that he is a great man. but he seems to 
have common sense enough to know better. 


BY-PRODUCTS O F DISARMAMENT. 


Several thousand 
workers in 
certain 
American navy yards have been laid off 
as 
a 
result 
of 
the 
suspension 
of 
work on the naval building program. 
Of 
course, this was to be expected and it is 
likely that a good many other navy yard 
workers will be turned loose before long. 
But these effects of naval limitation will 
not be serious in this country compared 
with the effects iii Japan. 
It is said that 
there the suspension of navy yard work 
will affect so many thousand of workmen 
% 
as to create grave unrest if other work is 
not found for them. 
These are in one 
sense 
minor by-pro­ 
ducts of disarmament, yet they may make 
trouble. 
The preparedness business or in­ 
dustry has attained 
gigantic 
dimensions 
and the livelihood 
of many 
thousands of 
persons depend on it. 
In this country the 
number who make a livelihood in the pre­ 
paredness industry is small compared with 
the total population, but in Japan the num­ 
ber so employed constitutes a considerable 
proportion of the population. 
The Japan­ 
ese will have to work out a plan under 
which too many of these people will not be 
thrown out of employment at once. 
Dispatches from Tokio indicate that the 
Japanese government already has such a 
plan and that the plan involves the trans­ 
fer of most of the battleship workers to the 
building of submarines. 
If this is true, it is 
another illustration of the difficulty of cir­ 
cumventing the war god, Mars. 
It would 


be hard to answer the Japanese plea that 
these workers must be taken care of some­ 
how* and that the only way to take care of 
them is to put them to work completing 
and building underwater craft. 
And yet, 
if that plea is allowed, Mars will laugh in 
his sleeve. 


RESERVATION FOR BIRDS. 


From the New York Evening Post. 


The great advantage of presenting $200 
to the birds, as a kindly 
anonymous has 
just done, is that it can have no harmful ef­ 
fect on their 
character. 
They 
will con­ 
tinue to keep their 
prudent 
early hours, 
save for a little natural night 
awakening. 
Weather 
permitting, 
they 
will 
rustle 
around for their own worms and seeds. 
It 
is impossible to pauperize birds except by 
means of gilded cages. 
This partial pen­ 
sion will not demoralize 
them, 
nor is it 
likely to create class feeling. Although the 
gift is intended for w ild birds, if a bird has 
become tame he is probably so by prefer­ 
ence and does not need 
financial assist­ 
ance. 
However, it has become 
quite 
evident 
that birds do appreciate good accommoda­ 
tions. 
They will leave the old home with­ 
out a pang, once they catch a glimpse of 
those 
well-appointed 
bird 
sanctuaries 
which invite them to idle away the hours 
in safety along the gulf coast instead of 
taking their chances with red squirrels and 
shotguns in their native woods. 
The great 
game reservations are 
filling up. 
Quar­ 
ters there have always gone for a song, and 
the New* England friend of birds wants 
them to be as plentiful in the East as they 
are in the south. 
We don’t want to wake 
up and find ourselves birdless, here on the 
Atlantic coast. 
This particular benefaction has gone to 
the National Association of Audubon Soc­ 
ieties, which wants to please the birds for 
themselves alone. 
But it is a paradox that 
“interests” whose business and diversion is 
the killing of birds have striven to enter­ 
tain them 
just 
as agreeably. 
Still, the 
birds don’t care. 
They enjoy equally the 
ministrations of gunpowder 
makers 
and 
altruists. 
They know* only that the nice, 
safe residence is there, to be dwelt in in 
bliss, as far as they are concerned, to all 
eternity.

IN ASSESSMENT 
MADE ON BANKS

JEFFERSON CITY. March 2 1 — A 
committee from the Missouri Bank­ 
ers’ association appeared before 
a 
joint meeting of the board of equali­ 
zation and the tax commission yes­ 
terd ay and asked for a reduction in 
the assessed \aluation of the banks 
of the state of 25 per cent. 
The committeemen based their ar­ 
guments on the theory that land is 
not assessed at above 60 per cent of 
its true value, while the banks are 
assessed at their full 
book 
value. 
The total assessm ent 
placed 
upon 
the banks of the state is $168,052,629. 
The assessors of the state returned a 
valuation of 
$167,367/392 
and the 
commission added $685,237. 
The committee w’as composed 
of 
the following: A. O. Wilson of 
the 
State National Bank of 
St. 
Louis, 
Thornton Cook of the Columbia Na­ 
tional Hank of Kansas 
City, 
Theo­ 
dore S. Cady of the Fidelity National 
Bank of Kansas City, C. R. Chinn of 
Webb City, E. N. Raines of Tarkio, 
E. P. Neff of Sedalia and 
J. 
T. 
S. 
Hickman of Hannibal. 
The bankers stated that thev had 
’secured reports of ten sales of land 
from 105 counties of the state, and 
with two exceptions the price paid 
for land in each case in these coun­ 
ties was 60 per cent above its as­ 
sessed valuation. 
On the basis the 
bankers expressed the opinion that 
the banks are entitled to a reduction 
of at least 25 per cent and their val­ 
uation then would represent a much 
higher per cent of actual value than 
the valuation placed upon land. 
Chairman Monier of the commis­ 
sion defended the valuations fixed by 
the 
commission 
and 
tentatively 
adopted by the board. 
He said that 
the commission had the sworn state­ 
ment of the assessors of the state, 
the view's of its expert field agents, 
and to this it had added all the in­ 
formation possible 
to 
obtain from 
federal sources as to land values and 
from the Board of Agriculture, and 
he was of the opinion that the com­ 
mission had come as near fixing the 
actual value of the land in its re­ 
port of last Saturday as was possi­ 
ble. 
The valuation fixed by the commis­ 
sion on banks this year is $5,663,461 
less than the valuation fixed by the 
state board of equalization last year. 
Land, however, is valued by the state 
tax commission this year $179,662,- 
005 less than the valuation fixed by 
the state board last year. 
Chairman Monier 
told 
the bank­ 
ers that lf they would remain over

Deer and 
other animals, usually able to scrape 
away the snow with their hoofs and 
gain sustenance found their

balked by the icy barrier. The birds 
and beasts wer unable to find food 
on trees and bushes 
because 
they, 
like the earth, were encrusted with 
the ice mantle. 
Although farmers and townspeople 
alike rallied to the call and placed 
food 
where 
it 
could 
be 
reached 
quickly by the suffering inhabitants 
of the woods, the task was so great 
and the need so urgent that thous­ 
ands of birds and animals are known 
to have died by starvation before aid 
could be taken to them. 
Hundreds 
of dead partridges and small animals 
have been found in 
the 
Petoskey 
district. 
Near Cadillac the number 
that starved was even greater, 
ac­ 
cording to reports. 
because 
birds 
found buds of bushes and trees com­ 
pletely coated with ice.

CANCELLATION LOOMING UP. 
W hen a man like* Otto IL Kahn proposes 
cancellation of the Allied w a r debts to the 
U nited States, people who have hooted at 
every suggestion of the sort as idealistic 
nonsense, unw orthy of serious considera­ 
tion will have to change their tune. 
Mr. 
K ahn is certainly well qualified to discuss 
problem s of finance. 
In a speech before 
the New York Advertising Club he express­ 
ed the opinion 
th a t 
the 
United 
States 
should cancel the w ar debts owifig to it in 
return for pledges 
th a t 
the 
conditions 
which now keep Europe in turmoil shall be 
eliminated. 
“ The 
most 
troublesome of 
m any ills,” said Mr. Kahn, “ growing out of 
the treaties is th e am ount of the G erm an 
reparations. 
It is not 
only 
beyond G er­ 
m a n y ’s capacity to pay, but it is causing 
grave d am age th roughout the world. 
A 
policy of audacious kindliness in dealing 
with foreign problems is necessary if pros­ 
perity is to return to this country.*” 
Mr. K a h n ’s suggestion is interesting as 
showing how* 
th e 
wind 
is blowing. 
Six 
m onths ago he w’ould hardly have ventured 
to propose such a thing publicly. 
Even 
now it will get a none too friendly recep­ 
tion, yet th ere will be those who will recog­ 
nize th a t this proposal, which only a little 
while ago was the bu tt of practical men 
w henever it was p u t 
forw ard 
by 
some 
liberal student of affairs, may well be the 
soundest, most business-like and most prac­ 
tical course open to us. 
Cancellation, it is 
true, m ust be reg ard ed as a last resort, a 
step to be ta k en only in case every other 
rem ed y for the existing situation has fail­ 
ed. 
It looks more and more as if the other 
rem edies have failed; and it is exceedingly 
significant th a t men like Mr. Kahn are be­ 
ginning to urge cancellation. 
It is unlikely, however, th a t the “ policy 
of audacious kindliness” 
which 
he advo­ 
cates will flourish 
in the 
present atm os­ 
phere of W ashington. 
An administration 
which W’ould not even venture to partici­ 
pate in the Genoa m eeting would hardly 
have the courage to urge cancellation of 
the Allied debts. 
Besides, to admit th at 
pothing rem ains save cancellation would 
be too complete a confession of the terrific 
d am ag e done by the republican chaos in 
the sense th a t it has prevented application 
of the m ethods which would have put E u­ 
rope on its feet. 
Mr. K ahn points out th a t 
l4the most troublesom e of many ills grow ­ 
ing out of the treaties is the am ount of the 
G erm an rep arations.” 
T here 
is 
not 
the 
slightest doubt 
th a t 
if the United States 
had ratified the Versailles trea ty and b e­ 
come a m em ber of the League, this coun­ 
tr y ’s irresistible influence would have been 
exerted effectively tow ards revision of the 
bad features of the treaty and particularly 
tow ards a lightening of the burden impos­ 
ed upon G erm any in the shape of re p a ra ­ 
tions. 
The republicans prevented that, and as 
a result the situation in E urope has gone 
from bad to worse until, in the opinion of 
so em inent a financier as Mr. K ahn, A m er­ 
ica will ha%’e to pay for republican stupidi­ 
ty by cancelling the w ar debts ow ed to her. 
W e m ight have kept Europe from going 
b a n k ru p t and thus saved our m oney; but 
Messrs. Lodge, H arding and the rest con­ 
sidered this Jess im portant th an the re p u ­ 
diation of Mr. Wilson. 
Mr. Kahn ' n u tte r­ 


ance may help us to realize w hat a costly 
piece of folly th at was.

Following the Armistice the princi­ 
ple of the eight-hour day m ade trem endous 
h ead w ay in France, in Germ any, in Den­ 
m ark, in Sw itzerland and in other Euro­ 
pean countries. 
It w’as believed then that 
m ankind was on the threshold of a new and 
better w’orld. 
F or m any th a t belief has 
been shattered. 
The dem and for a return 
to longer working hours which employers 
are m aking is but one phase of a situation 
w’hich is w’orld-w’ide. 
The M anchester G uardian is the great 
Liberal new spaper 
of 
England. 
It 
has 
fought for years for the eight-hour day and 
for other reforms in w orking conditions. 
It* L abor Correspondent, 
by 
which 
is 
m eant the m em ber of its staff whose spe­ 
cial business it is to keep in touch w ith all 
m atters affecting labor, now’ says th a t the 
tra d e uniong are on the defensive “ against 
a w atering down of their eight-hour d a y ” 
in England, in G erm any, in D enm ark, in 
Belgium, in F rance 
and 
w herever it has 
been adopted. 
The agitation is hottest for 
the moment in France but it is in progress 
in the other 
countries 
also. 
The 
battle 
w’hich is on in the cotton mills of New* Eng­ 
land, w here employers are undertaking to 
extend the week by several hours, is under 
w ay over a great p a rt of Europe.

An Incubator for the Garden 


A hotbed Is m erely a cold frame 
artificially 
heated 
by 
fermenting 
hors© manure. 
Anyone who keeps 
a horse or has access to a stable can 
easily devise a hotbed and gain a 
month on the season in those parts 
of the South where winter is ac­ 
customed to linger in the lap of 
spring or spring is given to an oc­ 
casional relapse after it seem s to 
have started on a healthy and steady 
career. 
The treatm ent and placing of the 
manure is the main factor in a suc­ 
cessful hotbed. 
W hile a cold frame 
is set directly upon the surface of 
the ground with possibly a 
little 
banking about it, is necessary to 
dig ti pit about a foot each way 
larger than the frame for the hot­ 
bed. 
An 18-inch pit is about the 
right depth, and fill It with fresh 
horse manure. 
The manure should 
be piled up a s ’ii a sufficient quan­ 
tity has been obtained, and turned 
over two or three times. It should be 
protected from rains. 
Pack the ma­ 
nure down bv tramping upon it when 
it Is placed in the frame, and when 
well packed place four or five inches 


of good garden soil upon it, placing 
the frame upon the manure before 
the soil is put in. 
Place a sash or canvas over the 
frame, the sash being much better. 
The manure will start heating and 
continue to increase in temperature 
for the first few days. 
Wait until 
the temperature subsides to between 
80 and 85 degrees, keeping a ther­ 
mometer in the bed for observation. 
The seeds should be watched care­ 
fully in order that they may not dry 
out. but care m ust be taken not to 
soak them. It is best to water early 
enough in the morning so that the 
plants will be drw by night. 
On 
bright days the frames should be 
raised slightly In order to provide 
ventilation and not allow them to 
become too hot, as this is likely to 
make the plants spindling. 
They should be covered in plenty 
of tim e to prevent chilling before 
nightfall. 
Plants grow like magic 
in a hotbed, and with a very little 
trouble as soon as a gardner be­ 
comes accustomed to their opera­ 
tion, which Is only a matter of a 
few davs.
